The men responsible for plan­ 
ning 
the U-boat 
campaign are 
headed by Grand Admiral Erich 
Raeder, who as long 
as twenty 
years ago sponsored a

sults with minimum losses. 
Raeder Key Man 
Hitler quickly 
recognized 
the 
virtues of this policy, it was said, 
and consequently made Raeder his 
naval key man. 
Nazi authorities 
rate Raeder far above the late Ad­ 
miral Von Tirpitz of World War 
fame in naval tactics an’d original­ 
ity. 
After Raeder comes Rear Ad­ 
miral Karl Doenitz, commander- 
in-chief of the German undersea 
fleet. 
He served on a ship of the 
line in the World War and later 
as a U-boat commander in the 
Mediterranean. 
Third is Commander Guenther 
Prien, the almost fabulous U-boat 
commander who early in the war 
penetrated the formidable British 
defenses at Scapa Flow and sank 
the battleship Royal Oak. 
He re­ 
cently has been transferred from 
active U-boat duty to head a ape 
cialized training school. 
A ssisting him are a number of 
U-boat captains who have won 
their laurels at sea. 
Under the Von Tirpitz system, 
a submarine commander w as ex­ 
pected to find a certain ship and 
sink it within a prescribed zone.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Feeding Its Citizens 


By LOGAN CLENDENLNG, M. D. 
• I have been travelling for some 
weeks in South America, taking 
the opportunity to study medical 
problems, and if there are several 
articles on the South American 
scene in the nex t few weeks, I 
hope my readers will find them 
>nte resting. 
One of the most remarkable so­ 
cial developments I found in Peru, 
lere the ministry of social reform

has instituted public restaurants, 
operated by the state, where any ­ 
one can get a three-course meal 
for four cents. 
When I paid a visit to one of 
these establishments, it was just 
the time for the school children 
to be having their lunch. There 
Aere about fifteen hundred of 
them, coming in relay s, the over­ 
flow stretching in queue- clear in­ 
to the street. School children can 
get breakfast and lunch free. 
The enormous advantage, of 
course, is that the meals are 
planned by the department of pub­ 
lic health, and are l.ence bal­ 
anced meals, with vitamins and 
minerals. 
The same advantage applies to 
the meals given the adults. For 
four cents they got, the day I was 
there, a good, nourishing soup, 
veal with rice and gravy , and 
bread, and a dessert pudding. Of 
course coffee, for South America 
is the land of coffee. 
The building was a light, airy 
one-storied structure, with floors 
and walls of tile so that they 
could be easily cleaned, table tops 
the same, and kitchens scrupu­ 
lously clean. The men eat in one 
room ; the women in another. 
Milk for the Babies 
Off the women’s room is a nurs­ 
ery , with cribs for over a hundred 
babies. Clean rubber covers were 
being laid on the mattresses. The 
babies arc given a bottle of clean, 
scientifically prepared milk for 
one cent, and a nurse tends to 
them while the mothers are in the 
nearby dining room. 
There are eight such establish­ 
ments in the city of Lima. 
The official who accompanied 
me to the restaurant said as we 
drove away , “ There is no Com­ 
munism’ in Peru." 
Certainly it seemed that our 
neighbor has carried out a very 
advanced policy . 
Think of the contrast between 
this way of feeding the economi- 
•ally under - privileged and *the 
haphazard way they are fed in 
many of our large American 
cities. 


I saw a number of other indi­ 
cations of social progress in medi­ 
cal lines, in Peru as well as other 
South American republics. Every ­ 
where there are large free hospi­ 
tals—separate ones for men, for 
women and for children. Some of 
these were erected with the profits 
on the public lotteries. Others are 
part of the government policy of 
social security , which is far more 
advanced than ours. Every em­ 
ploy ed person pay s a percentage 
of wages as insurance, the em­ 
ploy er also adding an allotted per­ 
centage. This is insurance against 
sickness, accident, unemploy ment 
and death. 
The sickness insurance seems to 
act very well. I can assure the 
American 
.Medical 
Association 
that the fears it has been foster­ 
ing about such a procedure in the 
United States seem very old- 
womanish when one sees the 
scheme in operation.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Feeding Its Citizens 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• I have been travelling for some 
weeks in South America, tsking 
the opportunity to study medical 
problems, and if there are several 
articles on the South American 
scene in the next few weeks, I 
hope my readers will find them 
arte resting. 
One of the most remarkable so­ 
da] developments I found in Peru, 
lere the ministry of social reform

has instituted public restaurants, 
operated by the state, where any­ 
one can get a three-course meal 
for four cents. 
When I paid a visit to one of 
these establishments, it was just 
the time for the school children 
to be having their lunch. There 
were about fifteen hundred of 
diem, coming in relays, the over­ 
flow stretching in queuer clear in­ 
to the street. School children can 
get breakfast and lunch free. 
The enormous advantage, of 
course, is that the meals are 
planned by the department of pub­ 
lic health, and are hence bal­ 
anced meals, with vitamins and 
minerals. 
The same advantage applies to 
the meals given the adults. For 
four cents they got, the day I was 
there, a good, nourishing soup, 
veal with rice and gravy, and 
bread, and a dessert pudding. Of 
course coffee, for South America 
is the land of coffee. 
The building was a light, airy 
one-storied structure, with floors 
and walls of tile so that they 
could be easily cleaned, table tops 
the same, and kitchens scrupu­ 
lously clean. The men eat in one 
room; the women in another. 
Milk for the Babies 
Off the women’s room is a nurs­ 
ery, with cribs for over a hundred 
babies. Clean rubber covers were 
being laid on the mattresses. The 
babies arc given a bottle of clean, 
scientifically prepared milk for 
one cent, and a nurse tends to 
them while the mothers are in the 
nearby dining room. 
There are tight such establish­ 
ments in the city of Lima. 
The official who accompanied 
me to the restaurant raid as we 
drove away, “There is no Com­ 
munism' in Peru.” 
Certainly it seemed that our 
neighbor has cairied out a very 
advanced policy. 
Think of the contrast between 
this way of feeding the economi­ 
cally under - privileged and'the 
haphazard way they are fed in 
many of our large American 
cities. 


I saw a number of other indi­ 
cations of social progress in medi­ 
cal lines, in Peru as well as other 
South American republics. Every­ 
where there are large free hospi­ 
tals—separate ones for men, for 
women and for children. Some of 
these were erected with the profits 
on the public lotteries. Others are 
part of the government policy of 
social security, which is far more 
advanced than ours. Every em­ 
ployed person pays a percentage 
of wages as insurance, the em­ 
ployer also adding an allotted per­ 
centage. This is insurance against 
sickness, accident, unemployment 
and death. 
The sickness insurance seems to 
act very well. I can assure the 
American 
Medical 
Association 
that the fears it has been foster­ 
ing about such a procedure in the 
United States seem very old- 
womanish when one sees the 
scheme in operation.
